For  a number  of  years  the  writer  has  been  an  extensive  collector 
of  irises  from  ell  parts  of  the  world.  The  garden  in  which  they  are  placed 
affords  ideal  conditions  and  they  have  had,  in  addition,  the  benefit  of  inten- 
sive cultivation. 

Many  of  the  most  important  advances  in  iris  and  many  of  the  most 
desirable  varieties  introduced  within  recent  years  have  been  through  the  in- 
troduction of  Trojana,  Cypriana^  Riccardii  and  Mesopotamica  strains.  This  has 
tended  to  introduce  difficulties  in  cultivation,  including  acclimatization, 
which  is  quite  an  important  factor.  For  instance,  Mesopotamica,  introduced 
into  the  writer's  garden  three  years  ago  from  Southern  California,  sulked  for 
a year  then  died,  whereas  Mesopotamica,  acclimated  to  this  section  in  a 
Cincinnati  garden  and  introduced  from  that  garden  a year  ago,  has  grown  and 
developed  "like  a weed."  Many  have  had  difficulty  with  such  varieties  as  Mile. 
Schwartz,  Crusader,  Caterina,  Kashmir  White,  Eduard  Michel  and  the  like  but 
these  and  other  similar  important  varieties  grow  thriftily  and  bloom  florifer- 
ously  at  Iriscrest.

Immediately  after  blooming  this  coming  season  it  will  be  necessary 
to  reset  and  transplant  a large  part  of  the  garden  and  this  will  make  it  pos- 
sible to  offer  iris  lovers  choice  novelties  at  unprecedentedly  low  prices  that 
cannot  be  duplicated  for  some  time  to  come. 

While  no  variety  is  offered  of  which  there  is  not  a surplus  avail- 
able of  at  least  ten  rhizomes  (of  some  important  varieties,  such  as  Ambassadeur, 
Mile.  Schwartz,  Souv.  de  Mme.  Gaudichau,  Azure,  Cretonne  and  others,  there  is 
a surplus  of  at  least  two  or  three  score)  the  supply  will  not  last  long  at 
these  attractive  prices  and,  therefore,  it  is  suggested  that  early  reservations 
be  made.  The  terms  are  one-fourth  cash  with  order,  the  balance  to  be  remitted 
between  June  1st  and  June  15th,  Shipments  will  begin  June  15th  and  the  orders 
will  be  filled  in  rotation  in  order  of  receipt.  Should  certain  varieties  de- 
sired be  exhausted,  the  amount  remitted  for  them  will  be  refunded, 

June  and  July  is  the  ideal  time  for  planting  irises  and  freshly  dug 
rhizomes  only  will  be  forwarded.  This  will  permit  of  the  plants  being  estab- 
lished early  in  the  season  so  that  buds  for  the  following  season’s  bloom  will 
be  developed  during  August  and  September  and  the  plants  will,  therefore,  have 
. the  maximijm  of  development  and  growth  before  the  winter  sets  in. 

Orders,  which  should  be  transmitted  to  the  above  address,  will  have 
careful,  personal  supervision.
